Unfortunately, there are few 
signs of an end to these horrifying 
conditions. Indeed, the population 
explosion recently experienced 
continues apace. During the next 
20 years about another two 
thousand million people will be 
added to our planet, the same 
number as the world’s total popula 
tion at the beginning of this 
century. The mind boggles at the 
immense increase in the demand 
for food, raw material and energy 
this will create. Although this 
population increase is concentrated 
in the south, neither north nor south 
can escape the consequences. They 
have a vital mutual interest in 
coping with this problem. 

This is true because if existing 
food shortages continue alongside 
expanding world population, not 
only will millions be threatened 
with .starvation in tjie poorer 
countries, ' but food prices m the 
rich countries will go steadily 
higher. Similar arguments clearly 
apply to energy and to basic 
materials. 

A brief resume such as .that 
serves to Illustrate tbe breadth of 
concern, and the number of issues 
that will need to be discussed ff 
this truly international dimension 
1* to be adddd tq,,ouc children’s 
education, Each issue Is capdble of 
almost unlimited expansion, and 
there is much room tor discussion 
as to the exact balance that will be 
required in tbe end. 

We deceive' ourselves, however, if 
we believe we will, be entirely able 
to avoid controversy. Merely to pose

A .Government report on the health 
hazards of lead pollution was 
attacked this week as “useless”, 
“ deeply flawed ” and/’ dangerously 
misleading” for. failing to, blame 
leaded petrol as the cause of brain 
damage in thousands of children. 

The ' Government’s • 12-man 
Lawther committee was accused 
this week of “ disastrous ” errors 
and breeding “unwarranted com- 
placency concerning the hazard to 
children” in a report published by 
the Conservation Society. ' 

The Society’s report was drawn 
up by the university chemists: 
Professor Derek Bryca-Smitb of 
Reading and Dr Robert Stephens of 
Birmingham University.

The London Labour Party has 
Hdoptcd a manifesto for next year’s 
CLC elections which could, if inter- 
preted literally, lead to the aboli- 
tion of all voluntary schools in 
inner London. 

Approval of the manifesto, which 
also includes commitments to 
restore this year's cuts in the 
ILEA’s budget and to abolish 
streaming in secondary schools, has 
led to a bitter feud within the Lon- 
don Labour Party which is still far 
from resolved. 

Sir Ashley Bramnll, leader of the 
ILEA, and other members of tbe 
ruling Labour croup, nre said . to 
be appalled at the manifesto's con- 
tents, some of which run directly 
counter in the Authority's existing 
policy. They say it contains many 
commitments which have npver 
boen democratically discussed..,, Sir 
Ashley, who has fought hard in the 
post for moderate Labour policies, 
appears to have decided that there 
is no point in trying to hold the 
left hack this time, but instead to 
wait iu the hope that he can per- 
suade ILEA to be more realistic 
after the election. 

The disagreement came to a head 
when Left-wingers on ILEA trie'd tu 
force the leadership to stnrt imple- 
menting the manifesto’s policies 
straight away. This would iiiqan 
restoring this vear'6 cuts — and pos- 
sibly fiicrcnsing spending— from 

April 1, when the Authority is 
expecting a savage- cut In funds na 
a result of the new block grant. 

A working party including Sir 
Ashley Bramall drew up the report 
on which the manifesto is based. 
But it was considered far too 
moderate bv the London Labour 
Party's Executive Committee, which 

beefed ir up ” considerably. It was 
then circulated for discussion and 
completely redrafted, on the bams 
of amendments • aubmittetf bv ^cou- 
Stituincy parties and . trade unions.. 
This final versiou was, then adopted 
virtually undebated .at a . Regional 
Executive ' meeting in Camden on 
October 17. 

. The final document .states cate- 
gorically that " no .child 'should be 
educationally segregated- bv virtue 
of his or her sex, religious, ethnic 
or socio-economic status ”. This 
commitment, which should logically 
lead to the abolition of all voluntary 
schools, is widely held to bo a piece 
of careless drafting.

One of Hie hardest tasks in life is 
to avoid being led astray by 
beguiling words. To tench oucselt, 
and others, nut tn uccept stock 
phrases is to tench the pursuit of 
truth : and a nil ruse, once useful, 
even striking, becomes slock while 
your back is turned. A cliclui I 
find panic uliirly irritating, is the 
misleading phrase " public service 
broadcasting ". 

It is frequently used to contrast, 
for example, the locul radio output 
from , the BBC with that from the 
independent conn actors. This Is 
not a triviul malter. Locul radio, 
whatever its source, plays an 1m- 

f iortant part in the life of an 
ncrcasing number nf people. It Is 
a positive force, and ottu nut yet 
fully exploited. 

The 'Implication of the idea that 
BBC local radio is “ public service” 
broadcasting, while independent 
radio is not, is that the latter is 
rather down-market for en term iu- 
men t and that those nf us who are 
higher up the murket need not 
bother with ft. if we want traffic 
information, weather forecasts, local 
news, interviews with visiting big- 
wigs nr discussiun of the issues 
before the IochI council, we must 
turn (if we live in an appinpilato 
area) to the BBC. There is the 
added Implication that since inde- 
pendent radio is financed by adver- 
tisements, someone somewhere is 
making a fortune out of it, and 
everyone is in it for the money. 

This myth is. I’m sorry to say, 
perpetuated by Hie BBC, who lcitow 
it for what it is. But, more crucially, 
it is believed by some MPs, who 
may not often listen to local radio, 
though they speak on it, and by 
iiuiny oilier influential people, espe- 
cially educationists and teachers. 

The facts are totally at. variance 
with the myth. And the mythtijself 
reveals misunderstandings ; which 
could - stand iir 'Ihe* way of explora- 
tion of the fv Iher possibilities of 
local radio. l|i one respect it. Is 
admittedly true that BBC and inde- 
pendent local radio, offer different 
kinds of service. Some, of the BBC 
stations are not strictly local. The 
output from Norwich, tor example, 
can be plainly heard in many parts 
of Essex, as well as Norfolk . and 
Suffolk.. The Solent service is actu- 
ally intended to cover both Ports- 
mouth and Southampton, two very 
different towns. 

For the rest of the day, if a 
listener remains tuned in . tn the 
local frequency, ell he gets is Radio 
2, a service soma of us could doubt- 
less live without. Many independent 
radio stations, on the other hand, 
broadcast 24 bout’s a day, the rest 
18 or 16 ; and they are all of them 
strictly local. 

But a-farmbre important point 
is this. It Is the prime function of 
local radio whatever its source, to 
be popular, and 10 give people the 
things they - wont from radio. Most 
people* when they listen to radio, 
are -alone. They are shaving, 01 - driv- 


ing their cars or ironing or mendiitg 
their motor hikes. The radio is tlieir 
companion. They want music and 
conversation. They want informa- 
tion, and often they want new ideas. 
But unless the stuiion is t/iefrs, 
and is felt to be such by the nature 
of its program me s r all the good 
advice and information lit (ha wui'fd 
will he rejected. 

To the ordinary listener, it makes 
almost no difference at all whether . 
tho organization, behind, the pro- 
gramme is a public corporation 
will) its own charter, or -whether 
it is u private company with 
shareholders.

Reshaped YOP on the cards

various kinds of training courses. 
They will suggest that it would be

S1EP 
schemes in its area, some of which 
are already being run by other 
council departments _ and others by 
youth organizations in contact with 
"the local authority youth service. 

The AMA is prepared: to shore

The Further Education Unit, the 
Government agency set up to de- 
velop the curriculum, is challenging 
the training structure run by em- 
ployers and the unions.

The body set up by die Manpower

pared with other services. 


How the grant 
is fixed 

Every year the Govern mom pub- 
lishes a public spending White 
Puper, which indicates how much 
should be spent by both central 
and locul government in the next 
few ' years. Present Government 
policy, as revealed in the last White 
Paper, is .that defpiice spending 
should rise but education spending 
should full. The White Paper also 
reveals more detailed policy deci- 
sions. for example, that the number 
of tenclisrs in school^ should, 
decrease but not as fast as the 


projected drop in pupil numbers. 
Because sc-hools arc run by local 
authorities and not by the Depart- 
ment of Education, the Government 
cannot simply impose these cuts as 
it enn with the employment service, 
for example. All it can do is state 
the assumptions behind the grant 
It gives to local authorities. 

During the following months 
groups of civil servants and local 
authority officials meet to work out 
what total local authority spending 
is likely to be in the next financial 
■year, in the light of the White 
.Paper. This sum is then argued 
over by the politicians— by local 
authority representatives and the 
Government — and the final agreed 
figure is known as “total relevant 
expenditure 

The next step is for the Govern- 
ment to announce, as it will in a 
fortnight’]) time, what proportion of 
this total it will pay for with its 
central grant, and how much local 
councils will have to find out of

How the grant 
is shared out 

The most difficult and contro- 
versial part of the whole system 
of local government finance is how 
the central government grant Is 
shared out between individual local 
councils. If every council was 
given nn equal share of the money, 
or a set 60 per cent of irs bill, the 
standard of local services would 
vary so wildly as to be unnccepr- 
uble. 

Schools in one area might have 
tiny classes, the best teachers, and 
lavish books and equipment, while 
those in a neighbouring area might 
be desperately short of money. 

The total sums raised by the rates 
differ hugely between rich and poor 
areas. The “ rateable vulue per 
head 11 (a measure of an authority's 
potential income from rate-t) was 
£G3 in mid-Glamorgnn in 197V76 
compared with £230 in Hill in-^d on, 
for example. In addition imiiiy 
authorities, often those with a low 
income from rates, have spec ini 
local circu instances, such as a high 
concentration of immigrants or old 
people. 

. By adjusting the size of the grant 
each local authority receives; the 
Government tries to oven out these 
differences. But finding a fair way 
As a first step the Government 
decides how much of the grant will 
be a straight subsidy to domestic 
rate payers in each area (commer- 
cial rate payers get no such help).

11 There is. nothing more 1 important 
in science today than the develop- 
ment of human intelligence ”, Dr 
Machado said. 

Brandishing a copy of the current 
Issue of Render’s Digest, which con- 
tains an article on raising IQ levels, 
he said that “ for thousands of yoarB 
men believed that intelligence was 
something fixed and un changeable. 
Now many scientists know it Is 
possible to increase human mental 
skills'*. 

Taking this as its starting point 
Dr Machado's Ministry has drawn 


up a comprehensive ..plan* fori davflj 
loping intelligence iriilig traditional 
and new educational methods in- 
cluding one called. ■“ instrumental 
enrichment ”, developed by a Bar- 
liau University education and 
psychology professor. Dr Reuven 
Feuerstein. 

This plan Is now being imple- 
mented in all Venezuelan maternity 
wards. Doctors and nurses are being 
Instructed how to teach mothers to 
develop their infants’ minds by tell- 
ing them what games to play with 
them, what things to teach and 
how to teach them.. 

Venezuelan television will, from 
January, broadcast short instruc- 
tional programmes — some - only 30 
seconds long — telling parents -what 
to do with their children in order 
to raise their IQs. “ Every mother 
in Venezuela will soon consalously 
aim to increase the level of her 
child’s intelligence ”, sold . Dr 
Machado', a former minister of 
agriculture who was appointed to 
his newly-crcatcd present pnst in 
1979. 

From next school year, all Ven- 
ezuelan kindergartens, primary 


scbppls.and high schools will devote 
ope hour a day from 10 3JU to 11

Dr Macliado . described 'his grand 
design' for the development of his 
nation's intelligence as “ the demo- 
cratization of science and anti- 
elltiit.” 

The minister said that ha believed 
the -human IQ — “ a yery crude mea- 
sure of, intelligence” — could bo 
raised by up to 38 points. Tito pro- 
per application of his “family in- 
struction methods ” could lead to a 
28 point increase in the intelligence

It .used 
to be’ a simple concept of young 
people undertaking community 
tasks voluiiiarily, especially in the 
field of ltd plug those, less fortu- 
nate in society, sucli as the elderly 
nr handicapped. . Rcten'tly 'there 
has been an explosion of agencies 
and provision with ari eidphdsis oil 
young people • Working In ' the 
community. 

. Many schools now have a com- 
munity studies course which relates 
knowledge and information to 
practical visits and persqnhl invdlye- 
ntcnr although Shine schools still 
abuse (he notion by seeing com- 
munity studios as u wn.y of getting 
rid of lotr-abJIliy classes for an 
afternoon. 

Intermediate schemes and com- 
munity service orders are on the 
incron.te mid will continue to be 
If the Government's White 'Paper 
to reduce the age of eligibility from 


37 to 16 is accepted. Doth these 
schemes may be preferable alterna- 
tives to borstal or detention centres 
but they have the unfortunate 
effect of emphasizing the penal 
element to “community service'*. 

’ The more recent unemployment 
crisis has seen the MSC promoting 
a significant number of community 
service placements under the Youth 
Opportunities Programme • where 
young people are paid for their 
“service" to the community. 

So what have we got now? The 
suggestion of n compulsory national 
community service. Great 1 Does 
anyone know where all these oppor- 
tunities. nre which, will provide an 
appropriate experience for young 
people mid their community? Will 
it be regarded ns punishment, work, 
duty or “service” whatever that 
now may mean? 

I happen to believe that learning 
about one's community is an essen- 
tial part of ibe education process 
and that having an opportunity to 
voluntarily make a response to It is 


the right of every young person 
Whether it takes the form of giving 
service, political action or apathy. 

At the moment we face two major 
problems, the first is the reduc- 
tion of suitable opportunities for 
involvement in the community 
partly due to the proliferation of 
“schemes”, the second is the in- 
hibiting factor on young people who 
may be labelled delinquent, unem- 
ployable or under compulsion when 
they wish to undertake community 
service voluntarily. 

I register a positive negative to 
Mr Deryk Brown's notion of con- 
scripting all school leavers to com- 
munity service and the similar 
n 01 ion promoted by those who pre- 
tentiously cal) t fiemsel ves " The 
Commission on Youth and the needs 
of the Nation ”, 1 wonder how old 
they all are.

7), Ms Spencer suggests that Soli- 
hull Education Authority's plan to 
close Swanswoll School for the 
physically handicapped is partly in 
response to the Witrnock Report’s 
recommendations that . where pos- 
sible such children .should be 
integrated into ordinary schools. 
The article fails to mention that one 
of the ninin advantages of Swanswell 
is its possibly unique position in 
being able lo promote such integra- 
tion. 

Swaii5well occupies the same site 
as Langley Comprehensive which 
was constructed with the possibility 
oE- such integration in mind.. The 

f urpoM built lift,, toilets and’ Other 
acuities have enabled' part or full 
time integration of many Swanawell 
children, eight of whom are in 
wheelchairs. 

Integration in this way, of a size- 


able minority, mokes both economic 
and social sense. Specialist provision 
can be kept to a minimum with 
Swanswell close at hand and the 
handicapped children are spured the 
need to cope with their “ differ- 
ence” in isolation. In addition, the 
advantages are by no means one 
way. 

Some Langley children have 
minor disabilities which have 
benefited from the expertise and 
facilities available at Swanswell, 
while all Langley pupils have gained 
from the everyday contact which 
fosters real understanding and re- 
spect. Rather than contemplating 
tne closure of Swanswell perhaps 
Solihull should be publicising it as 
a possible blueprint for maximising 
the benefits of integration while 
continuing to meet the special needs 
of the physically, handicapped.

With the passage of time but 
especially in the past ten years, the 
argument for n-uclear power has 
subtly changed.

And indeed, this may be a time to con- 
sider the achievements of the past. Many 
progressive idens originated in the 1930s

in our schools. Figures like A. S. Neill 
, and George Lyward were influential at 
.,' that time. A. S. Neill condemned pliysi- 
. cal assault on children and showed that a 
school could be run without bearing. Now 
there is less beating (except in Scotland). 
Instead we have counselling, behaviour 
modification and “ sin bins " (more than 
150 in Inner Loudon alone).. 

Neill and Lyward were both head- 
masters of Public School * tin-bins

nothing of the sort. The boys’ “ illness ” 
included uncertainty about their relation- 
ship with authority.. Their experience 
seemed to lead them to believe that their 
only response to the adult saying “ I have 
the' power to punish you” was the reply, 
“I have the power to make you punish 
me". They had to test adult power. One 
of Lyward’s responses was to react in 
ways which upset their assumptions, with 
a seeming unpredictability. 

Lyward : “ He might ask if he could 
go to the cinema.” Almost certainly (only 
we must keep the “almost") he will get 
the reply "yes” and before he has 
time to say more he will be told, “ and 
I will see your meal is kept for you”. 
The emphasis was on the flexibility that 
was needed in the response to the indi- 
vidual’s needs — even to the point of 
“ unfairness The next boy who asked 
to go to the cinema might well be refused 
without explanation. 

Administrative convenience in schools 
demands, in the name of justice, that 
all should be treated the same. Excep- 
tions are thought to damage the fabric 
of society ; “ special cases make bad 
law ” is the defence of the anxious 
teacher (or indeed the parent jn the 
family). Lyward had an inner confidence 
which enabled him to accommodate the 
varying heeds of individuals. 

He did not pretend that equality 
existed where manifestly.it did not: 
" no ” had tq be said when something had 
gone far enough .or .when, the child did 
not really want what he was asking for. 
His firmness helped his boys to under- 
stand that the power of the adult could 
provide some stability and was not only 
to be seen as a Source of punishment and 
of guilt. 

Ly ward’s great skill was to distinguish 
between the symbolic and the real in 
the boys 1 behaviour. Sofhetimes a demand 
had to be accepted at face value; at others 
to be interpreted at a deeper level. At 
one point he observes, for instance : “ All 
‘maladjusted children are thieves of one 
sort or another, though not all in the 
legal sense ; they spend what they haven’t 

S t of • energy, money or courage on , wh at 
ety’do not really need,” It is precisely 
this kind of sensitivity which is' difficult 
to. achieve and practise in conventional 
schools. At Fihchden Manor the staff 
were’' able . to provide teaching and 
therapy. 

Lywa 3rd confessed that . he had not 
taught formally for more than 20 years, 
but in, fact he Was a good .teacher. Burn 
calls him. the DiaghelTev qf examination 
preparation. He . taught the boys who 


were ready for public examinations 
successfully. In meticulous. handftriS 
he would produce charts and aids m 
memory and he had above all the »i£ 
to relate what the boys were learnta 
to their own experience.

Dticover Ithaca, the Heart of the Finger 
Likes, says the notice as you approach 
ilia upper New York State through what 
looks like good farming country, with red 
painted barns that demonstrate the links 
many of the farming families have with 
Scandinavia. What I discovered in Ithaca, 
quite unexpectedly, was that it is one of 
die rare places where , you can educate 
a child from six to eighteen at “ altern- 
ative " schools flourishing within the pub- 
lic system, all paid for by the state. 

The longest standing has been the ele- 
mentary one, East Hills, started in 1970 
in an old building scheduled for closing 
because the school roll was falling. A 
group of Cornell University parents 
determined not only to keep it open, but 
to make it a radical alternative to con- 
ventional elementary education. 

Once successful, they naturally wanted 
a junior high school for their children to 

S ion to from 12 to 14. The “new junior 
gli programme ” has now been running 
for six years for 70 children. A year and 
a half ago a senior high opened 'extend- 
ing the programme fpr the 15 to 18 age- 
group now numbering around 65 child- 
ren. 

1 sat In -on a meeting to discuss appli- 
cations for teaching posts. At the meet- 
ing were three students, a parent, two 
teachers, ati ex-teacher, and the principal, 
David Lehman, . who heads ■ both schools 
together: The composition of this com- 
mittee was representative of thfe crucial 
concern behind alternative., schooling —

state the schools of any given district are 
managed by the local board of education, 
nine members, unpaid, elected, in this 
case by tlie 60,000 people of Ithaca, to 
look after their 17 schools. The board 
can be more sensitive and responsive to 
local needs and preferences than our 
local education authorities, but introtluc- 
ing any innovation is as much of a poli- 
tical struggle as it is here. There can 
oiten be tension between members oE the 
board and the administration. 

Patience is needed, staying power and 
long-term commitment. How did the 
parents committed to “ alternative " 
schooling achieve as much as they have 
in Ithaca? First, with the help of a 
dedicated group of students, parents mid 
teachers organizing their political sup- 
port, they won election to the hoard. A 
sympathetic superintendent enabled them 
to start an alternative junior high as a 
joint university and district project. 

But, with hindsight, it is clear that not 
enough careful preparation wus made 
beFore the school opened. For two and u 
half years it had a stormy existence be- 
devilled by resigning heads, inadequate. 


buildings and a hostile local John Birch' 
Society, who conducted a campaign in 
the newspapers and on local radio against 
a school where, they claimed, freedom 
had become licence. 

Fighting back 

A new superintendent easily found 
legal ground 'on which to close It. The 
outraged parent? and students fought 
back. Before the school could re-open, the 
board insisted op a blueprint being drawn 
up by gn appointed .planning committee 
that had to weigh up and circumvent all' 
■ the. criticisms- that Imd been levelled 
against the school in its previous exist- 
ence. 

The committee’s brief was tn plun for 


economic groups in urban areas, it is 
also true for many others who arc now 
not well served by the traditional pro- 
grams in nil schools."

This commitment 
is one factor Lliat has kept the school 
board's support. They also stressed that 
systematic evaluation of achievements 
should be built into the programme. The 
board decided to take the risk of opening 
the school. 

Social mix 

Both senior and. junior high are housed 
on the same campus as the “ straight " 
high school, in an area where a large 
number of Ithaca’s black community live. 
They share some facilities such us the 
cafeteria, the gymttusium, the swimming 
pool and the Hbrury, but also use the 
resources of Lhc ncighbourood outside 
for yoga, karate and bowling. The social 
mix is approximately 40 per cent working- 
class parents and 35 per cent profes- 
sional, the rest somewhere in between.

The board pays for 7.5 teachers which 
meets the regulation ratio of 18.65 stu- 
dents per teacher. The sciiool then 
chooses to employ 15 part-time teachers 
in order to cover as muny subjects and 
skills as possible. A further 10 parents 
and university students come in regularly 
to help, and many children are Ijnkcd up 
with people outside for certain skills 
experience not available in school. ~ 

The internal organization of the school 
is bused on family grouping. Each 
teacher/counsellor (they double the 
roles) has eight to 10 people who have 
chosen tlieir group. They cat together, do 
things together socially, and have regular 
twice weekly discussion meetings. The 
work programme runs on a nine-week 
cycle. 

Every nine weeks, the programme cur- 
riculum committee prepares a long list of 
50 or more option's for the whole school 
to look at.

Why do members of today’s pop 
elite, musicians and fans alike, look 
so drab ? What is behind the return 
of the belted grey raincoat and the 
preoccupied frown? What are they 
worried about? 

Pop has not had much to say about 
die outside world since it heljied to 
heighten the mood of opposition to 
America’s involvement in Vietnam. 
The music’s subsequent wars have 
been internal : progressives versus 
Radio One, punks versus tax-exiles. 

The current debate over nuclear 
arms, though, is tailor-made for an 
intervention by the post-punk 
generation, which has been casting 
around for oyn appropriate social, 
argument since it got bored with 
dole-queues and racism , a couple of 
years ago ; already there are signs 
that the new rockers may be flock- 
ing to the nuclear disarmers’ 
banners, just as their beatnik ances- 
tors once made the pilgrimage to 
Aldermaston. - 

Unemployment and racism should, 
of course, be the perfect content- 

S orory concerns ; ' in pop terms, 
owever, they simply lack glamour. 
British people deal with these sub- 
jects as reality every day, and are 
unlikely to welcome them as enter- 
tainment too.

1 hardly think so. It is not just 
tn at Mr Silver overplays the 
influence of Clarke (I suspect that 
a small pamphlet on comprehen- 
sives ■ by Lady Simon of Wytlieu- 
shawe had a lot more to do with 
Labour s belated adoption of cons- 
pieheiisive5 than Clarke ever had). 
But that he does not address him- 
self to the plain issues that Mr 
Kinnock et al want answers to. 

Mr Silver dips illuminatingly into 
the history of education ; he is full 
Of rare insights. He is especially 
devastating on the illusion of 
American historical parallels with 
England, deploying that most engag- 
ing of American philosophers, 
Vcblen, to great effect. And lie 
begins with tautaliziiiB if somewhat 
woolly promise: "What our social 
condition requires is that we re- 
examine the meaning of our past 
confidence." Yet all he can soy 
at the end of his book is (hat “the 
historical dimensions provides 
neither answers nor confidence”. 

This is not to say that Mr Silvur 
is of no value to Mr Kimtock. For 
one tiling, tho book has scattered 
through it critique after critique of 
the Black Papers. Unfortunately it 
Is, in places, the kind of attack 
that hard-nosed Socialists are 
unlikely to welcome. Mr Silver 
has missed sonic significant points 
about the Bluck Papers. They were 
made important, like much else that 
is superficial in arguments about 


education, by the media ; and then

This, says Mr Silver, denies 
the concern of teachers " to make 
such nil awareness the bnsis of more 
effective teaching' 1 . 1 do nnt think 
thtit the Kiiinocks would go along 
with this any more tliun* the 
Rhodes Boy so ns — and I agree with 
them. The truth is that far ton 
many touchers set their expectations 
hopelessly low and especially for 
children liundicupped by their 
social circumstances.

T>r Midwinter, whose bunk is 
intended for students (of all ages), 
says in his discussion on falling 
roilx that various “solutions are 
emerging One of them, it seems, 
is tu nave schools." controlled by a 
parent-teacher cooperative " wills 
the l.e.a.s financing them rather like 
n housing corporation. How many 
l.e.u.s have had this on their 
agendas ? It is understandable, but 
surely unfortunate, that ideas 
which seem exciting in college 
seminars and the like should be 
paraded as articles of received wis- 
dom in serious books. 

Dr Midwinter does not aim as 
high us Mr Silver, though like Mr 
Silver he contrives to be among the 
ungeis (he sounds vaguely Fabian 
judging from his anxiety to be fair 
to Dr Rhodes IJayson). Like Mr 
Silver, he wants " service-oriented 
teaching”. Teachers should not be 
" secluded private agents bin out- 
going public activists Oddly 
enough, this was nnt a dichotomy 
made much of by Professor Rutter 
who is highly approved of hy Dr 
Midwinter ; whichever you are it 
docs not seem to make much dif- 
ference to your merit as a teacher. 
This, like some other of Dr Mid- 


winter's strong opinions, can a 
shade tedious. He cumiot, fur 
example, resist telling us of the 
time he gave evidence to a House of 
Commons Select Committee cm re- 
current education and suitably 
squashed one of the MPs in an argu- 
ment. 

Still, it all helps to make his book 
read able, indeed lively. Like Mr 
Silver he is a gifted deployer of 
history to make his case. He 
eschews chronology, ..preferring 
“ themes ” ; ' three in all — society, 
state, and school. It is a neat idej, 
good for the student, .though it 
does not entirely- work. (Where 
would you look up " falling rolls-”? 
Apparently it comes under 
“society".) And like the good tea- 
cher he is. Dr Midwinter ends each 
of his short information-packed 
chnpturs with a couple of corking 
questions. They are good value, 
like the text. Try this on your 
colleagues during a spare hour hr 
the staffroom : “ Some years ' ago 
Princess Margaret opened a primary 
school in Bui-rnw-in-Fuincss with an 
expensive modern language labora- 
tory for the teaching of French. 
According to The Guar tliun * the 
children spoke no word of English 
during -the Princess's visit'. Dis- 
cuss the implications of small child- 
ren in Darraw not speaking 
English.'

This book sets nut to restate the 
Marxist nppruach u> literaiiirc in 
the name of revolutionary Marxism. 
Its main . targets are , sociology 
(accused of , being, one of the 
Ideological defences .of, capltelism) 
and . tho Hungarian Marxist Georg 
Lukfics (accused of ignoring the 
revolutionary role of the working 
class and rejecting the revolution). 

Slaughter defines art ns " the 
replenish! or of men’s resources for 
the unending struggle to fashion 
nature ... In accordance with 
historically-formed human . needs ”, 
which is consistent with - his un- 
fashionable emphasis on the early 
Marx’s concept of the potential 


under socialism. This is the. main 
theme of the opening chapter 
which, amidst over-long eebnorme 
nnd philosophical passages, con- 
tains an interesting discussion of 
Marx’s attitude to the “Integrative, 
society of Ancient Greece. 

Although the author strives to 
avoid a class reductionist approach 
and writes of J the “ enlargement of 
freedom to be gfilned- from the 
enjoyment of artistic works . «« 
simultaneous insistence on me 
belief in the imminent revolutionary 
role of the working doss as the 
sine qua non of a Marxist approach 
tends to cramp nnd often to confuse 
his argument. . ' 

This volume is seriously marred 
by its ; unbalanced attack onLuMcs, 
particularly ui viqw.of Jh# rimiladry 
of his basic approach. His main 
Crime seems to nnve been to have 
survived in Stalin's Russia (no men- 
tion Bore of his arrest there as u 
" Trotskvisc agent ” in 1939), nnd to 
have believed-ln the suspension of 
the class struggle during the f gin 
■gainst fascism. LukAcs’* copious 
writings on redlism arc written off 
as “an erudite expansion of 
Marx's - and Enf.els's “scattered 
fragments ", and he Is even found 
nuiltv bv association with lus 
fiiend” Tlinmns Mann. He is 
Inoreovor accused of plnginrizing 
Trots kv‘s Literature anil Revolution 
us well as ignoring It. ultliOugh one 
of Lukiics*$ best-known 1930s essays 
contains some ac'Ote if brief critical 
comments prddsoly on that work. 

Slaughter writes ■ with ■ considor- 
ahle parti prit which is not made' 
sufficiently clogr at the' nutset. How- 
ever welcome hri hook is for its 
combative, if at times somewhat 
rrtuscle-bound, nppfoach, it is _ a 
strange voiunlfc indeed for a series, 
described by its editors as scholarly 
rather tlriil polemical.

What 
should be noted, however, is that 
it has by no means displaced the

Great Planning Disasters.

It is part of our ordinary human 
contrariness that we would rather 
read about disasters than about 
triumphs. Planning, whether of the 
land-use variety, or in social, com- 
mercial or economic policy, has Its 
successes as well as its failures, but 
we tend to take the first for granted 
and to pontificate about the second. 
Peter Hall, who is professor oE geo- 
graphy at Reading, usually brings to 
his work those great qualities of 
diligence, clarity and pragmatic 
reasonableness, and these virtues 
arc most valuable when he 
approaches a topic where the emo- 
tional temperature is high and 
which draws out the embattled par- 
tisan in all of us. 

He is concerned here with what 
he culls the “ pathology of the plan- 
ning process : how such decisions 
are made, and then abandoned or 
continued in the face of criticism". 
His negative disasters — abandoned 
after an enormous Investment in 
planning and inquiry— are the 
London motorway proposals, and 
the Third London Airport : 
the book was in the press 
before the latest official revival 
of the proposals for Stansted 
(in euniple of the systematic 


tendency of bureaucracies "to dis- 
tort the process of *earch for alter- 
native courses of action" so that 
their own chosen solution is ulti- 
mately adopted). 

His positive disasters are the 
Anglo-French Concorde, the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit system in San 
Francisco and the Sydney Opera 
House, and he includes two “ near- 
disasters ”, the new campuses for 
the University of California and tlie 
slung of the National Library In 
London. 

Even, the choice of these case 
studjes which form the first part 
of his book can be expected to stir 
up dissent among readers. Even 
today Concorde has its passionate 
advocates, while a great many 
people on both sides of the Atlantic 
desperately want BART to succeed 
and to revive the fortunes of public 
transport in the United Stales. And 
of course, as Professor Hall says, 
Sydnoy Opera House H belongs to a 
select group of buildings that 
become immediate popular symbols. 

Wc could all add our favourite 
disasters to this selection, ami many 
of the factors that Hall identifies 
can be seen in them. At the same 
time, many a great planning dis- 
aster can redeem itself in time. 
The recent retirement of Sir Ber- 
nard Lovell is a reminder of the 
period in the fifties when the radio- 
telescope at Jodrell Bank was per- 
ceived as a disaster of delay and 
cost escalation ton, though few 
would feel this today. 


As a first approach to Ids topic, 
Peter Hall specifics three types of 
uncertainty thut can lead to disas- 
ters of planning. They are uncer- 
tainty about the relevant planning 
environment ; uncertainty about 
decisions in related decision areas ; 
and uncertainty about value judg- 
ments. in the case of the develop- 
ment and ultimate abandonment of 
the London motorway proposals, he 
writes of “ a massive shift in values 
and the expression of these changed 
values in the political arena He 
observes that when the motorway 
plans were unveiled in 1965-7 both 
political parties, together with the 
media and a wide spectrum of pub- 
lic opinion, were publicly and 
enthusiastically in favour. 'By (he 
time they w*re abandoned, in ’1973, 
there was hardly af voice left in 
support ", 

Ccnsider the case of Concorde. 
"It ia now condemned because of 
a j massive shift in values against 
this kind of technologically specu- 
lati ’e measure and in favour of 
resource conservation and environ- 
mental protection." Professor Hall 
concludes tlvat "the suddenness of 
the value shift perhaps denies any 
tidy, rational explanation. It lies ut 
the heart of our reason for consider- 
ing certair decisions os planning 
disasters 

The second part of the book is 
concerned with the underlying pro- 
blems of both disasters and suc- 
cesses : the way societies plan the 


output of public or collective goods, 
which form a large and growing 
proportion of the total output of 
goods on cl services.

The charm of the supernatural, 
the frisson of spooky stories,, the 
delight of dark doings described in 
eldritch dialect, depend on our 
readiness to be convinced that there 
are more things in heaven and eArth 
than are dreamed of in rationalist 
philosophy. But by reminding us of 
the history of superstition and its 
practical consequences— the rejec- 
tion ot babies thought . to be 
changelings, the persecution of 
women held to be in league with 
the devil — the series occasionally 
inspires authentic horror rather 
than fearful relish, the romantic 
thrill it intends. A merry flute 
tootled incongruously in Hie back- 
ground as we heard how witches 
could be scored above the breast ” 
and would readily confess to black 
arts, “.give or take a Little torture ”.

The ability to locate, retrieve, select, 
organize, evaluate and communicate 
in formation' will increasingly become 
a major component of what we 
understand the terms "literacy" 
unit “ educated 11 to mean.

Is the educational system creating 
apartheid in Britain ? We condemn 
South Africa on its apartheid poli- 
cies. yet a similar process is hap- 
pening right under our noses. 

When dealing with, black and 
brown children, it is crucial to 
remember the frustrations and pro- 
blems faced by the first generation 
of immigrants to this country. Some 
encountered language difficulties 
(particularly thp$a Irons the Indian 
sub-continent), but mbit suffered n : 
culture shock. 

The system will, r fear, crente 
ff similar situation of confusion in 
the second generation children. Let 
me cite the example of the Indian 
community. 

It is now possible to take an 0 
level In Gujerati. "Saturday morn-, 
ing” classes Sprouted in Leicester 
to meet this “ need ” in Indian child- 
ren to rush out and leahvtheir 
mother tongue; in many 'cases.

generation, children,. if we continue 
to put pressure on- them' to 1 show 
their ability by learning and- pass- 


ing, wherein the process of learning 
is ccrtuinly as important as the 
content. Hence the phrase "learning 
how to learn 

Many of rliose innovations have 
opened up a number of "skill gaps”. 
For instance. It is one of the aims 
of resource- based learning that 
pupils should gain information 
directly from various resources, 
without the mediation of the teacher. 

I ant not questioning this objec- 
tive ; however, pupils cannot ' effec- 
tively use a resource as an infor- 
mation source, or interact with it 
directly, unless they have acquired 
certain competences In information 
seeking and handling. 

Where such innovations have 
been in traduced (In varying de- 
grees), teachers often complain 
about the inability of pupils to 
tackle projects, or that they simply 
“ copy chunks out of books ", or 
" can’t look things up If we are 
going to take these innovations ser- 
iously. we muse look more care- 
fully at the skills and attitudes that 
are assumed when such tasks are 
set. 

“Study skills" is n fashionable 
phrase which covers some of the 


ing O levels in their mother tongue. 

Research in Leicester lias shown 
that the language programme has 
improved the attainment of school 
children whose parents come from 
the Indian sub-continent. This is to 
be applauded : but success at school 
ignores (he failure/frustration these 
children will face when they leave 
school— or indeed the 17 hours they 
spend outside school each day. By 
encouraging these c hi lid ren to learn 
their mother tongue, we are segre- 
gating the population. 

There are bars and clubs in- 
Leicester where it is a positive 

advantage If one speaks, say, Giije- 
tHti. How long before we hnvc 

segregation at the school level? 

How long before Gujeratls go to one 
school Muslims to another and the 
West Indian black children to yet 
another? ' ■ ;■ .

tion-handling skills within. an 
"academic" setting. The ability to 
find and uso information should be 
as much an aspect of social educa- 
tion and everyday living as it is of 
an activity called "studying”. 

Such considerations have been 
instrumental in the setting up of 
the information skills in the curri- 
culum research unit, funded for 
three years by the British Library. 
The aim of the unit is to help 
create opportunities In school sub- 
jects for the introduction, exercise 
and development of a wide range of 
Information skills. 

The central principle is that the 
skills needed to find and use 
information must be introduced 
and reinforced across the curricu- 
lum within the normal day-to-day 
practice of teaching. Computer 
skills, library skills, life skills, 
study skills — all- touch on aspects 
of the project’s concerns. But 
treating them individually does not 
help to a develop consciousness of 
information nnd its role in society 
and individual lives, nor does it 
help to develop n coherent picture 
of the kinds of skills and attitudes

Another such success, though

£3.50). Text — a Norse folk tale 

from the Dasent collection— tells 
how a traveller, taking a great white 
bear to the King of Denmark, con- 
trives to rid a haunted house of 
trolls. (They think the huge, 
though amiable bear a cat.) Ah, 
those trolls. . . . Very precise with 
their strong outline and magical 
colouring, the pictures should keep 
all six to eights in a fearful joy 
for days.

Oddly, it is the plot which speeds

The pictures demonstrate all of the 
Wildsmith manners, the harlequin 
patterns, the bright attack, the 
feeling animal portraits. There is. 
a bonus, too, a working blueprint 
of a spaceship. . 

-Fairies look as fairies should In 
Elsa Beskow’s The Sun Egg (Benn 
£3.50) the first publication here of 
one of the most attractive picture- 
books by this Scandinavian artist 
(1874-1893). The elves- and gnomes 
in a wood find an orange, dropped 
by a little boy. A sun-egg, can it 
be? They learn 'the delicious truth 
from a bird which knows- whet 
Andersen called “the -warm fcoun- 
. tries”. In the big woodland paint- 
ings, with life-size detail; fairies are 
fairylike (as I have said) :■ old' 
gnome is more Merlin than Disney ;

J. F. Campbell's Popular Tales of 
‘the West Highland 'i provided Alan 
Garner with a language and a frame 
of reference for his early magical 
adventure navels ; its fierce, 
savagely poetic stories now form the 
basis of this extraordinary attempt 
to fashion a folk tale collection with 
the thrust of a novel. The five 
stories in The Lad of the Gad add 
up to something more than their 
individual excellences. It is a quest 
book : a quest in search of the 
feminine principle, “ the Great Dug 
of the World As in Garner’s 
novels, the last few pages represent 
a heroic tying together of strands, 
as phrases from the earlier stories 
resurface and intertwine, adding 
new retrospective meanings to their 
original appearances. 

Campbell translated his stories, 
collected in Gaelic word for word 
from oral informants. Into a bril- 
liantly clear hard (English, keeping 
Gaelic idiom and syntax. Garner 
retains this (and, indeed, much of 
Campbefll’s unimprovable wording) 
but amends with all the skill of 
his previous retellings, making full 


use of the variants and fragments 
Campbell primed. A few words 
omitted, transposed or . added 
sharpen and intensify the originals 
In a startling way. The change from 
Indirect to direct speech, in par- 
ticular, lends a welcome immediacy 
to these complex stories from a lost 
culture. 

Gamer's right to make such full 
use of Campbell’s texts for his own 
purposes is established in the final 
story, “Lurga Lorn ", taken from an 
Irish, manuscript tale " The Adven- 
ture of the Children of the King of 
Norway”. Very little of Douglas 
Hyde's translation of this remains 
untouched, and a muddied, confus- 
ing original flumes into sharp, con- 
centrated life. The richness of 
language is Garner's, and so is the 
cutting edge. 

In many ways The Lad of the Gad 
may be seen as an appendix to 
Garner’s trickster collection The 
Guizer ; but it is a more coherent, 
single-minded effort. His heroes are 
modified trickster figures : they 
make their own destinies, though 
they are never totally in control. 
They seem to some extent an image 
of the artist. 

Garner's ability to shape oval 
stories on the primed page into 
a valid literary counterpart of the 
original experience is rare. Luckily 
for us, the most influential reteller 
of British folk tales, the nineteenth- 
century folklorist Joseph Jacobs, 
also snared it. Three of the stories 
In The Lad of the Gad appear in 
variant forms- in Jacobs's Celtic 
volumes, and readers may be inter- 
ested to compare their directness 


with the elaborate formality ,< 
Garner's versions. 

Ardizzane's English F«iru Tele, 
reprints 12 of Jacobs’s stories, Him. 
trated by Edward Ardizzone with 
his customary delicate wit. They 
were Ardlzzotie’s last, unfinished 
project. Try the old woman plus- 
metting from the window of ihe 
Three Bears’ house on the very hu 
page for an example of Ardizzooe's 
art at its carefree peak. 

Kevin Crossley-Holland includes 
four of Jacobs’s English stories it 
his admirable collection of Northern 
Folk-Tales. This companion volume 
to the Faber Book of Northern 
Legends offers a splendid dtokt d 
Northern European siories, «M 
evidences wide reading and carefal 
thought on the part of rhe compile,

The scenario is a 
familiar one in science fiction ; und 
ns science fiction the two books arc 
nor particularly interesting. The 
regime of the Freaks is based on 
merciless oppression, slavery nud 


thought control, hut wc learn noth- 
ing of their idc-nlogy or social 
administration. They are simply the 
buddies. This onc-diniviisiriiial 
approach deprives the hook of 
speculative interest or uf moral con- 
flict. Nor does the “ science ” 
lisped of SF get much of u louk-in ;

The two bunks form an adventure 
story of a mainly commonplace 
kind, with much coincidence and 
cliff hanging incident.

Helen Griffiths was 15 when she 
wrote her first children's book. 
Blackface Stallion, her nineteenth, 
describes the wanderings of a herd 
of wild horse* in the desert of 
northern Mexico. Blackface is the 
son of a tough bay mustang and a 
well-bred palomino mare who landed 
in the desert by accident. In his 
tenth summer Blackface fights his 
sire for leadership of the herd and 
wins. Ten years later, after constant 
challenges, he loses the battle to 
one of his own sons, a mottled dun. 

Mrs Griff Iths . gives a good and 
Interesting but. perhaps loo dis- 
passionate account of Blackface s 
life from birth to death. It is a 
bleak documentary of moving from 
the desert to mountain valleys in 
search of food and water, of 
attacks by cougars and coyotes, of 
fights between stallions for supre- 
macy, and fights between mare* 
over custody of foals, with occa- 
sional strayings to the coastal 
marshes where some horses are 
shot without reason by; trigger- 
happy cowhands who might have 
profited, It strikes me, if they had 
captured the horses instead of 
killing them. 

Some killings seem senseless, 
too, in Philip Holden’s book, 
though I am sure deercullers will 
argue that the systematic destruc- 
tion of deer is necessary to save 
stock fodder bn agricultural land. 
Stag is a sequel to Fawn, which was 
the story, of the first years of White 


Patch, a red deer born in a valley 
of the Southern Alps of New 
Zealand. In this volume Whit* 
Patch, aged six and now a niagaifl- 
cent 16- pointer, returns to the 
valley. He is sighted by Lane* 
Miller, a professional deerculler 
who decides he must kill him for 
his antlers Miller's pursuit of Whits 
Patch is 1 xciting and full of infor- 
mation about the habits and rutting 
seasons of red deer, but it 
punctuated by far too many 
references to different makes o( 
rifles, as well ns shootings, far my 
taste. It is true that the 16-pointer 
gets away in the end, the deer- 
culler having a change of heart 
about killing him. I hope this will 
impress young readers and mala 
them less eager to use guns. 

If I were young The Many-Forkti

Yet these norra- 
tive hinges are isolated in different 
chapters. Sandwiched between them 
are more metaphorical episodes. 
Encouraged by tne bathroom mug, 
Jugg comes up against the paranoid 
Plunger and his System. He will not 
serve it, nor wijl lie serve the sloth- 
ful decorative jugs, nor the plants, 
privileged in the hot house and 
under-privileged in the garden. 

Finally, he encounters the ex- 
ploited spiders, beats off Skuldug- 
gery, Plunger's macabre agent, and 
leads the kitchenware to 'overthrow 
the System. Then Jugg is dropped 
by the boy, who uses him to carry 
wnter for his painting, 'which he 
does not know ha* vanished, for, 
once dropped, the drawn jug re- 
turns. Right to the end, the story 
reads as if twd have been misled 
into one. Yet a larger fault 1 lies in 
redundant characters ond uninteg- 
rated events.

Generally, the demand for 
detailed instructions and back-up 
material for teachers is being met, 
but no matter how explicit the 
suggestions in the teacher’s book, 
there will always be teachers who 
CBiinot or will not do It like that. 
They may, of course, be competent 
to teach the material in some 
equally effective way, but there 
are those who are not and the 
course which relies totally on the 
presentation of language by the 
teacher will be of little use to the 
students under these adverse 
circumstances. 

The need, then, is for published 
courses to make language structures 
more readily accessible In the 
books available to the students. 
“Self-access” is a term in current 
parlance, but it is frequently taken 
to refer to worksheets and taped 
material to be studied by individual 
students in their own time. Course-

access material for the whole class. 
Careful rubrics and a clear presen- 
tation can allow classes to organize 
their own creative practice as long 
as they are not actually obstructed 
by the teacher. 

Having taught numerous teachers 
in various European countries, I do 
not fee] .that I am being unduly 
pessimistic about the quality of 
teaching. One lady came up to me 
during a teacher training course I 
was' giving to tell me how much 
she liked my teaching methods but 
that she would not be adopting 
them herself. “ In order to teach 


your way ", she said, “ you have in 
understand what you are teaching,” 
In any case, if the language struc- 
tures are readily accessible to the 
students, the problem of people 
who miss lessons is solved ; they 
can simply make up the work in 
their own time _ without disrupting 
ihc class. Meantime, the material is 
also available for revision or to 
cater for a faster rate of learning 
according to the needs nf the 
individual student. 

In the general swing towards a 
“functional" rather than a “struc- 
tural ” approach to language learn- 
ing, many students and teachers 
have been left floundering, and In 
these cases there is a strong case 
for the use of books of reference 
in the classroom. One of the great- 
est services any teacher can render 
his students is to introduce them to 
the numerous ways in which EFL 
dictionaries and grammar books cun 
• e *Pf,°i ce d for self-access learn- 
ing. This also caters for -the many 
lenrners, perhaps older students or 
those from a very traditional educa- 
tional background, who thrive on 
the security of learning lists, rules 
and exceptions.

strategies. If you teach a student 
how to use a dictionary you Bre 
giving him access to all vocabiilRi-y, 
not just that which you have the 
time to cover in class. Similarly a 
grammar book can provide the 
bones of tjie entire language, so 
that teachers are actually free to 
expand the functional and communi- 
cative elements. Rather than ex- 
ploiting a series of reading and 
listening comprehensions, we could 
be teach ins an approach or strategy 
which could be applied to all texts 
the student might encounter.

Cas- 
settes £12.00 plus VAT for three. 

Because of world-wide recession, a 
strong pound and steadily increas- 
ing school fees, the only way far 
foreign students to learn English 
niay soon be to du-iL-t Item selves, 
rather in the way they used to be- 
fore the language school boom of 
the sixties and seventies, but with 
the advantage now of the advances 
in leaching technique made in those 
years. 

Countdown to English, published 
by the BBC (who say it can be 
used in conj unction with the Eng- 
lish by radio programmes, or with- 
out them, for self-tuition or sninli 
group teaching) is intended for 
students taking intermediate exam- 
inations, and will no doubt attract 
muuy overseas learners of English 
in these economically lean times. 

It offers n wide selection uf writ- 
ten and ornl exercises, hacked up 
by three cassettes, and covers the 
range of structures expected for the 
Cambridge First Certificate. It does 
not fall into the trap of over-illus- 
tration : each section is divided into 
grammatical explanations, a compo- 
sition exercise, a dialogue, a mul- 
tiple-choice comprehension passage, 
completion sentences called •' word 
games ”, a listening comprehension, 
and a cartoon with a corresponding 
passage on tape. In addition, there 
are three test papers, including the 
sorts of exercises associated with 
First Certificate, as well as a num- 
ber of model compositions and a 
key to the exercises.

In the nature of .such 
set r-tuition courses, grammatical 
abstractions are hard in avoid, but 
there Is the danger of distracting 
learners from tlio point of an exer- 
cise by talking about " finite verbs ", 
auxiliaries” and “uncountable 
nouns , when such phrases may 
not necessarily be assumed. Similar, 
probably im avoid able, limitations 
are evident in the use of long sub- 
stitution tables for guided composi- 
tion. Model essays are provided at 
tlie back of tho book, but there 
rainuhis the distinct feeling that lhe 
DIY learner 19 at a disadvantage in 
comparison with the classroom 
student. 

However, in general, the course is 
weil-bnianced, interesting and attrac- 
tively packaged. For those who ore 
prepared to work hard and fill in 
some of the gaps for themselves, it 
should provide useful background 
for intermediate exams.
